HB essential distinction between city gov- 
ernment in Hurope and in America is one 
of spirit, more than of form. 

Indeed, it is the spirit of a city government, 
and not the form of its organization, which is 
most important to the people whom it represents. 

In Burope, especially in Northern Europe, the 
pirit of city government is co-operative and dem- 
ecratic; in America the spirit of city government 
is individualistic; limited by the Jeffersonian axi- 
om that the country (or city) is governed best 
which is governed least. 

Thus, naturally, American students of city gov- 
ernment are found insisting more upon the ex- 
| @ellencies of certain forms of government than 
-wpon that broad co-operative spirit which char- 
, @eterizes city governments in Northern Europe. 

The difference between the European and the 
American city governments is, I take it, due 
chiefly if not solely to the difference in age and 
experience. We shall arrive in due season, with 
city governments quite as efficient, in all ways, 
as the best of the German or British city govern- 
ments. at will be surprising if we do not surpass 
them. 


HE spirtt—the animating purpose—of the 
German city government is to safeguard 
the individual, high or low, in the enjoy- 

ment of the right to work, of sound health, of 
immunity for involuntary want due to sickness, 
accident, disease or old age. German city gov- 
ernments have learned that, in order to achieve 
these desirable results, they must have other 
- sources of income than taxation. Looking about 
them, they have determined that the public serv- 
ices, to which:all citizens contribute, and which 
derive large revenues from such contributions, 
ought to be owned by the people of the city in 
common, in order that such revenues may be ap- 
plied to the general welfare, instead of to the en- 
richment of a few individuals. 


Going beyond municipal ownership of public 
utilities for additional sources of public revenue, 
these cities have determined to take into the 
public treasury, in constantly increasing ratio, 
the enhanced value of city lands privately owned. 

‘They argue that since such increase in land 
values is due not to the separate exertion of the 
individual owner, but to the joint efforts and 
presence of all the people of the city, the added 
value is not a personal but a social or communal 
creation, and belongs by right not to the indi- 
vidual owner of the land, but to the community. 
Thus, the “land increment tax,” as it is called, has 
come to be levied by all of the German cities, by 
all of the states comprising the German empire, 
and by the Imperial Government. 

This significant recognition of the rights of the 
humble individual citizens comprising the great 
mass of the people is, In my opinion, of the very 
essence of democracy. It is, as we shall see, in 
- gtartling contrast with the animating spirit of our 
_ American cities, 


N OUR cities, public utilities, excepting water 
2 | plants and those services which produce no 

profit in money, are, with very few excep- 
tions, owned by individuals or small incorporated 
groups of individuals, not by the communities. 
Thus in our cities the large revenues derived from 
“these services to which all citizens contribute 


are taken by a few, for their enrichment, and not 
by the public treasury, for the promotion of the 


“presence of all the citizens, is, like the profits from 
the public utilities, taken by a minority of pri- 
vate owners of the land so enhanced {n value. 

Is. this democratic? Is it just to the majority 
of individuals whose low earnings prevent them 
from becoming owners of land, and thus from 
participating, even slightly, fn the increase of 
value of city lands socially created? I think 
not. 3 

Apparently we shall need presently to reconsider 
the meaning of the word “democracy.” Our in- 
terpretation of. the word, upon which hitherto 
we have acted, is that democracy means a free- 
for-all race, in which the wise and the strong 
and the self-denying shall erherge as winners of 
prizes, and the unwise, the weak, the self-indulg- 
ent, shall finish “out of the money,” to borrow 
“a phrase from the sporting page. 


DO not attempt to prove this view is out of 
accord with natural law; obviously it is not. 
In the jungle, under natural conditions whol- 
ly unchecked by human. intelligence, the strong 
’ and the swift survive and the slow, the weak, the 
foolish perish—or survive, if at all, only by reason 
of extraordinary fecundity. They multiply faster 
| than the destructive forces of nature, the superior

N less time than it has taken the City of St. Louis to build a bridge nearly 
across the river, one man has welded Iowa and Illinois together with con- 


crete, has put every gallon of the upper Mississippi's water to work, and} 
has created a new unit in the nation’s industry—the ‘‘power zone,” 


southward 200 miles from Burlington to St. Louis. 


This is not written to disparage municipal en- 
terprise. It is written by way of introducing to 
the people of St. Louis Hugh L. Cooper, builder 
of the $27,000,000 Keokuk dam, and speedy doer 
of big things. 

The introduction is needed. In a general way, 
St. Louis has known for two years or more that 
something big was being done at Keokuk. Most 
persons who motor out Florissant way know, by 
this time, that the tall steel towers and their 


pendant cables have nothing to do with aviation. 


And two or three business men’s delegations 
have taken the short trip to the Iowa border 
town and have seen the dam. 


But it is likely that more St. Louisans have 
made the long banana-boat cruise to the canal 
zone, to see Goethals and his men at work, than 
have gone the 178 miles to the heart of the new 
power zone to see Cooper and his men at their 
big task. Add those who have seen Panama by 
moving pictures, and the comparative lack of 
knowledge about Keokuk and Cooper, becomes 
impressive. 


Fond of Telling About the 
Dam—but Not of Himself. 


OOPER likes publicity—for the work. He 
C likes to see news stories printed about the 
two miles of concrete; about the boat 
lock, with its gate bigger than any at Panama; 
about the mammoth turbines, 15 now in place or 
being placed, and 15 more to come, and the 10,000 
horsepower that each of them will yield; and 
about the manufacturing and industrial oppor- 
tunities that will be open to St. Louis, Hannibal, 
Quincy, Keokuk and Burlington when the “juice” 
is supplied to the transmission lines July 1. 

With all this, he is willing that it should be 
mentioned that Hugh IL. Cooper is chief en- 
gineer, that he is 47 years old, has worked on 
several other large jobs and began construction 
work on this job three years ago. That, he thinks, 
should satisfy the most avidious appetite for de- 
tail. 

“Don’t write about me; write about the job,” 
he said when I called at his downtown office in 
Keokuk -Friday morning. I argued that the job 
and the man were inseparable, and he, not dis- 
puting this, continued to ignore the man in his 
talk about the job. When I asked him of him- 
self or his personal relation to the work, he 
would answer the question briefly and stop. But 
in talking of the dam and power zone he made 
sentence follow sentence rapidly enough. 

A rugged idealist is this man, whose name will, 
in future years, be linked with that of HBads when 
the Mississippi is spoken of. Short and sturdy, 
he has the appearance of having never missed a 
meal or a night’s sleep. His daily inspections of 
the work begin at 7 a m., summer and winter. 


He was born to a knowledge of water power. 
His father was an owner of flour milis in Min- 
nesota"and Wisconsin, and moved from one com- 
munity to another as he found a bette: water 
power, or one to be had on more favorable terms. 
His education extended ‘through a high school 
course. Then he determined to work for George 
Horton, a structural steel engineer. Barney 
Marsh of Des Moines, a friend of those days, 
tells how he got his first job. 

“Cooper went to Horton for a job,” says 
Marsh. “Horton told him there was no chance— 
that business was not good enough. 

“‘Now, Mr. Horton,’ said Cooper, ‘I came here 
to go to wark for you. Where shall I hang my 
coat, please?’ 

“Horton decided he could use a young fellow 
like that.” 

In his days as a draftsman, it is related that 
Cooper “ate up’ strain sheets, figuring out en- 
durance of various materials. By the time he 
went into bridge building, he did not have to 
ask questions. He knew. 

Cooper’s early work for himself, after his pre- 


Nminary training with Horton, was on bridges in (. 


In Seattle he built a 
bridge and took a wife.

Lord Kelvin, the eminent British scien- 
tist, told his countrymen it couldn’t be done, but 
they said nothing of this to Cooper, until, with 
the work successfully finished, they were able 
to tellit to him as a ripping good joke. 

From ‘Niagara, Cooper went to a bigger job— 
the McCall’s Ferry water power on the Susque- 
hanna. This work was hampered by financial 
troubles of the management, but was an engineer- 
ing success. 

When he had nearly finished the Susquehanna 
work, he was asked to find a water power invest- 


ment for.$5,000,000 of Canadian money.

had reached Bull Run, marching over the graves 
of soldiers killed in former struggles there and 
through fields still strewn with battle wreckage. 

A segment of a great kiteshaped track, on which 
the Federals had the pole, was the race course. 
To Gettysburg was hardlly 125 miles in a straight 
line, but though Lee started first, he had to 
travel nearly 300 miles, or two miles to the Fed- 
eral army's one, whose problem was always s0 
to move as to keep between the enemy and 
Washington. With the units of the two armies 
scattered for miles along the parallel semicircles 
of their march, it was inevitable that sooner or 
later some units of one army would come into 
collision with units of the other and the race 
would end with the problem of rushing up other 
units in each army to help those engaged. 

Gettysburg was where this happened. Confed- 
erates approaching the town, to commandeer, as 
is said, a needed supply of shoes, ran into a few 
Federale and the great fight began. A slight 
advantage in concentrating was with the Fed- 
erals who were moving on the shorter line. Pick- 
ett, in fact, did not join Lee until after the sec- 
ond day’s battle and his corps being fresh, was 
chosen for the great charge. 

No other period of national suspense is com- 
parable to that which, 50 years ago, lasted for 
three weeks, while the great race progressed dur- 
ing weather very similar to that of the present. -

The Raflway Rate Decision. 
To the Editer of the Pest-Dispatch. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, handed down the other day, gives 
the power to the State to name the rate at which 
passengers and freight are to be carried on their 
railroads. 

Of course everybody knows that a railread cor- 
poration is a creature of the State to a certain 
extent. But while this is true, the State never had 
the power, apparently, before, of fixing the rates 
and the fares by which the railroad companies 
can carry on their business and provide an in- 
come sufficient to meet all its obligations. 

The State by this decision is made master of 
all the railroads in the most absolute sense of the 
word, and practically given control of all the 
roads within her bordefs on the most vital ques- 


Hew does it come that the Supreme Court of 
the United States has the power to confer on the 
State at this late date this most vital contro]? 
It seems that if this decision has to be carried 
by the railroads it will be the means of making 
every railroad in the State bankrupt. 

On this same principle of the State dictating 
ite freight and passenger rates to the railroads, 
every corporation which is in exactly the same 
sense a creature of the State, can be compelled 
to sell its wares, sugar, cotton, or anything else 
at a rate dictated by the State.

Moros Beyond Civitttzatton 

Is Army Surgeon's Opinion. 

R, CHARLES MACDONALD of Salem, N. 
D J.. former army surgeon, who has lived 


among the Moros, who have renewed 


hostilities against our troops in the Philippines, 
took occasion to say, when in Washington the 
Other day, that he does not think the Moros ever 
will be civilized or that permanent peace will 
ever be brought about on their island. 
“Jolo,” he said, “is a very ancient eity, built 
by the Spaniards. It is about a mile square and 
is surrounded by a stone wall about 20 feet 
high.

There are some 50,000 Moros 
on the Island of Jolo, and about, 7000 other per 
sons, mostly Chinese and Christians, inside the 
city.

They prepare for their assaults for days, and 
are drifled by a ‘sherif,’ or high priest. They

SUDDEN SHOWER 


BREAKS UP SPELL 
OF HOT WEATHER 


Welcome Rainfall Causes Drop 
in Temperature and Relieves 
City and Country. 


STOPS OUTDOOR SPORTS 


Ball Game Is Called Off, Golf- 
ers Quit Field and Athletes 
Take to Cover. 


It’s a long lane that has no turn- 
ing, and the same is true of a long 
spell of dry weather. Yesterday, the 
longest day in the year, daylight 
considered, the turn came. It had 
been an unusually long hot spell for 
‘St. Louis, and uncommonly dry for 


June. For 16 days not a drop of 
rain had been recorded in the city. 
Other cities had been hotter and al- 
so dryer, but that fact was small 
consolation for such St. Loulsans as 
jare in the habit of sweltering and 
asking foolish question No. 1, “Is 
(it hot enough for you?” 

Such citizens, prone to jump at 
conclusions, were saying, “This is the 
hottest day in the year,” just as they 
have said of every day for the past 
fortnight. It was not the hottest— 
jit was only 95 at 3 p. m,, and that 
was three degrees cooler than the 
, 1913 record—but still it was hot 
,enough for you or anybody else. 

Brisk Gale Comes With Ratn. 

It was so hot, in fact, that a Broad- 
way moving picture show advertised 
an admission ticket and an ice-cold 
soda for one nickel and was begin- 
ning to get wealthy when, just a 
little in advance of 4 o’clock, the turn 
came. It was a sudden turn, and it 
came near taking a good many per- 
sons off their feet. It did succeed in 
taking their hats off their heads and 
sending them whirling through the 
dust-clouded air, for the change came 
with a wind velocity of 36 miles an 
hour. Men who were not required 
to chase their hats put them under 
their arms for security. Women 
caught on the streets by the sudden 
west wind held to their headgear 
with both hands and scurried for 
cover. 

The wind’s Derby race lasted 10 
minutes, then slowed down to about 
25 miles an hour. Meanwhile the 
temperature had fallen from $5 to 
87 degrees, and with the sun no long- 
er visible through the leaden clouds 
the coolness seemed even more 80. 

It was a distinct relief for the 
downtown section, though thousands 
had to dodge waste paper that was 
skyhooting through the air, and 
some janitors worked so hard to 
raise flapping awnings that they de- 
clared they felt hotter than before. 

Cool Breeze Brings Comfort. 

Notwithstanding the discomfort of 
dust, the rush to get inside buildings 
was not very great. ‘The interior at- 
mosphere cooled much more slowly 
than that in the open, so that it was 
a joy to stand outside and feel the 
caress of' the breeze. 

In the West End and other resi- 
dential sections a twilight aspect 
supplanted the bright sunshine of the 


longest day, which was supposed to 
last until long 


past dinner’ time. 
Rain drops began to patter, and that 
long-hoped-for shower seemed to be 
in immediate prospect. 

At the Glen Echo golf links in 8t. 
Louis County the downpour came in 
earnest. Coupled with a high wind, 
it broke the Trans-Mississipp!i tour- 
nament game that was being played 
about 4 o-clock, the players making 
quick strides for the clubhouse. 

At the National League Baseball 
Park, Natural Bridge road and Van- 
deventer avenues, the gloom gathered 
so thickly that the game between the 
Cardinals and the Chicago Cubs was 
called at the end of the fourth inning 
because of darkness, 

A big crowd witnessed the athletic 
meet at Washington University, and 
when the 86-mile breeze struck up it 
caused many to go throygh college 
who had not matriculated in the 
regular way. They took refuge in 
the first university bullding whose 
doors admitted them, and after a 
short course In patience they eame 
out at the doors next to the street car 
line and hurried home. Some of the 
spectators returned to their seats in 
the q@rand stand after the wind sub- 
sided. 

The rain which fell tn the business 
district nearly an hour later than farther 
west, was the first since June 6 There 
was a shower May 77, but since that date 
but 26-1Mths of an inch of precipttation 
was recorded in the local weather office.

TRGREEKS, PUZZLED 
AT WORD, “JUMP” 
KILLED IN WRECK 


They Stay on Car, While Four 
Others Leap to Safety 
in Collision. 


CARS OVERLAPPED SWITCH 


Woman Flags Train in Alton 
With Umbrella and Prevents 
Second Wreck. 


Inability to understand the word 


“Jump!”’ cost the lives of three Greek 
laborers yesterday afternoon in a train 


wreck at Alton. ‘ 

At 1:30 o’clock an engine drawing 16 
cars ran into a switch of the Chicago & 
Alton railroad at Tenth and Piasa 
streets. Because the switching line was 
only long enough to accommodate 
eight cars, the engine and half of its 
train of cars overlapped the main line. 

From the opposite direction came @ 
freight train of 42 cars, each loaded 
with 20 tons of earth for use in the 
drainage construction work at Venice. 
In front of the freight engine was a flat 
car, on which rode seven laborers. There 
were four Greeks—Anton Papp, George 
Spiros, William Stavoris and Stephen 
Donka. Only Donka understood En- 
glish. The others were-Arval Pierce and 
Isaac Williams and his son, Isaac, both 
negroes. 

The elder Williams, seeing that a col- 
lision was imminent, shouted “Jump!” 


He and his son, with Pierce and Donka, 


sprang to the ground and escaped un-- 


hurt, as the freight train was going 
only four miles an hour. 

But the others only stared at the un- 
familiar monosyllable. A moment | 


the flat car rammed the switch en- | 


gine, and with the momentum of 840 . 
tons of earth behind it, buckled so that | 
its two ends closed like the blades of 
a pair of scissors. Papp, Spiros and 
Stavoris, caught between the timbers, 
were crushed to death. Both the engine 


crews escaped by jumping. 

A third train would have smashed into 
the wreck had, not Mrs. Nancy Leeson 
flagged it with an umbrella. Her hus- 
band, James Leeson, flagman at the 
crossing at Ninth and: Piasa streets, was 
in St. Louis and left her in charge of 
his work. 


A four-wheeled truck from the fiat 
car rolled down the embankment, 
crashed through the kitchen wall of a 
house occupied by Mrs. John Plank and 
her family, splintered a stove and 
brought up under the table. It happened 
that none of the family was at home. A 
wrecking crew searched for some time 
before finding the vanished truck. 

Coroner J. M. Sims of Collinsville said 
last night that he would ask the State 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners to investigate the wreck.

It made no reference to the bill. re- 
cently prepared at Washington ‘with 
the co-operation of President Wilson.

The commission 
urges that whatever system is adopt- 
ed to be kept out of politics. °~ 

The commission made no attémpt 
to formulate a complete ‘currenty 
system, its recommendations being 
guided by ‘the questions put to it by 
the subcommittee of the Senate. . 
did sthte its: belief, however, that 
central banking institution should be 
established under Governmental’ con- 
trol. No reference was made as to 
methods to be ‘employed in the regu- 
lation of such’ an institution, or the 
appointment or election of its manag- 
ing heads. 


- Privatety-Owned Bank Favored, 


In. expressing its ‘ideas ds to the 
establishment. of a céntral’ bank, the 
commission, while not: declating for 
the creation of an institution similar 
to the great central banks of the 
principal European countries, points 
out that “the éxperiénce of commer- 
cial nations ts that results can be’ bet- 
ter accomplished by the creation of a 
privately owned central organization 
dominated and ‘controlled by the 
Government, as for instance; the Im- 
perial Bank of ‘Germany or the Bank 
of France. It serves to take the mat- 
ter out of politics.” 

“The great danger," the statement con- 
tinues, “fs that if ‘borrowers ‘go direct 
to the Treasury, po''tics will become 
an all- important and dominating influ- 
ence.’”’ 

In answer to the direct question wheth- 
er there should be a central reserve 
association, with branches ora number 
of reserve associations, ’ with or with- 
out central control,‘ the bankers replied: 

“In our opinion one central reserve 
association, with branches, would best 
serve our present necéssities. Fatilng 
that, a small. number of regional reserve 
associations, also with branches, might 
be organized to serve the purpose. The 
smaller the number of regional reserve 
associations, however, the more effective 
the reserve control. If there are to be 
a number of regional reserve associa- 
uons, théy shonhld bé ufider some kind 
vit control, in whith both the Govern- 
ment and the various associations 
should have representation. : 

Opposes Bord Curreney. 

The cemmission does. not favor the 
continuance of bond currency, the objec- 
tion being that the volume of currency 
is thus arbitrartly limited.

Louls recently «she: told 
r'me of a telephone girl whose speech 
before a convention of Woman's 
Trade Union League aroused her to 
a new enthusiasm. : 

“She was new to the work, we Miss 
O’Reilly said. “Circumstances | had 
conspired to make her a leader. She 
had never before made a speech out- 
side the meetings of her trade un- 
ion, which was only a month 61d. Yet 
she spoke with. calm _ confidence, 
moderately and sanely, setting forth 
the grievances of telephone girls in 
St. Louls and graphically showing 
their importance to the business in- 
terests of the country. 

“I realized,” said Miss O'Reilly, 
that this girl, so calmly confident 
and armed, was the heir of all the 
women who have struggled in the 
organizations of labor since that day 
when even trades unions of men de- 
nied them recognition. ve 

This girl who aroused new enthu- 
siasm in one who had spent _a_life- 
time in labor organization is Miss 
Lilian Miller, lately a supervisor in 
the Sydmey exchange of the Bell 
Telephone Co. and now president of 
the Telephone Operators’ Union of St. 
Louis. : 

i saw her yesterday just after her re- 
lease on bond from the Wyoming Police 
Station, where she had been charged 
with throwing something more solid and 
tangible than arguments at a taxi- 
cab load of strike-breakers. She 1s 
not the sort of girl who throws 
bricks, éven under the stress of strike 
emotion. She does not believe in 
throwing bricks, which are most in- 
effective weapons for the war in 
which she has engaged. Behind her 
wide brow there is too much intel- 
ligence for such folly, too much san- 
ity and sense of the proportions of 
things. 

We talked of the telephone girls’: 
strike for along: time;*but Bhe said 
not one bitter word of her opponent, 
though she candidly stated his ehore- 
comings. 

Possesses Positive Pérsonality. 

She is a slip of a‘girl in the’ middle 
twenties and 6 feet high. Her eyes and 
hair are dark; she wears glasses to cor- 
rect astigmatism. Her teeth are large, 
regular and frequently displayed by the 
lip movement of her trained articula- 
tion. She will smile at a ghost of a 
jest, but all the while is sedately con- 
scious of the serious busiress of life. 
Her voice is low and seldom modulat- 
ed. Her emotions ‘are under firm con- 
trol. She would not attract your eye in 
a crowd, yet is, possessed of positive 
personality and good looks. 

“Why are the telephone girls on 
strike?” I asked. She went at the sub- 
ject methodically. 


“Because the Bell company..discharged 
8% tried and faithful girls for participa- 
tion in the organization of a.union and 
2 men for the same reason. " § 

“Is that your only grievance? Is. there 
no question of recognizing your. union, 
of wages, or hours of labor?"

An attorney who made an exhaustive 
examination of the statutes of Illinois 
and the ordinances of East St. Louis 
reported that he could find no section 
which mentioned destruction of vouch- 
ers and warrants. 

The first resolution covering this nae 
ter was passed by the Council, Feb. 
1913, and ordered such papers Ab ae 
up to Feb. 1. The new Council in June 
passed a duplicate resolution, ordering 
the papers destroyed from Feb. 1. tu 
May 1, the date of the change of adm1»- 
istrations., 

Report of Finance Committee. 

Prior to the passage of the first reso- 
lution, the Council recetved the fol- 
lowing report from the Finance Com- 
mittee. The exact language, some of 
which is ambiguous, is quoted: 

“We, your committee on the Finance, 
Ways and Means, beg leave to report 
that we have examined the records of 
the City Clerk; City. Comptroller, Spe- 
cial Tax Collector, Plumbing: Inspector, 
Boiler Inspector, . City Electrician, City 
Attorney and City Treasurer for the 
Period of time commencing May 1, 1911, 
te December 31, 1912, and ‘that we have 
examined into the sources from which 
the various funds, . received by these 
respective officials come, and have ex- 
amined the accounts upon which moneys 
were paid out by said officials, and find 
that saf@ moneys have, which credit 
is asked by said officials, was properly 
expended. 

“We further report that we have ins 
spected and examined the monthly .ana 
other reports of sald officials duzing 
said period of time, and have compared 
the items of receipts and disbursements, 
as shown by the books and records of 
said officials, and find said reports to 
be a true and correct exposition of said 
books and records in respect to all of 
said matters. 

“As to the said treasurer, we further 
report that we have examined the 
vouchers’ and warrants drawn against 
the City Treasurer and paid by the 
City Treasurer, and. find that all of 
said vouchers and warrants were lie- 
wally and propérly ‘paid by the sald 
City Treasurer during said period of 
time; and we further find that proper 
transfer from one department to other 
departments of the city of funds of the 
various departments: have been legally 


said departments has been and is now 
in possession of such of its money as 
properly snd legally belong to it.” 


The report then makes the same state- 
ments regarding an examination of the 
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Treasurer's office from Jan. 1 to Feb. 1, 
1913, and continues: 

‘Therefore, we respectfully recom- 
mend unto your honorable body that 
the various monthly and other reports 
made by the said city officials from the 
lst day of May, 1911, to the ist day of 
February, 1913, inclusive, be approved 
by. your honorable body, and that the} 
Clerk of the said city be directed and 
permitted to enter of record the con- 
firmation and approval of each and ev- 
ery of said reports, and that the City 
Treasurer be authorized and directed to 
cancel or destroy all vouchers and war- 
rants drawn against the city treasury 
and by him paid from the funas of the 
city, as by his said reports are shown 
to have been paid, all as required by 
law.’’ 

Officers Provided “Expert Aid.” 
Accompanying the report was another 
report signed by Councilman Fansler, 
in which he stated he had been dele- 
gated to make the examination of the 
records for the committee. Fansler says 
in his report: 

‘In the examination of the reports 
made by each individual official of the 
city;, the undersigned was provided by 
such official with a competent aid with 
peculiar knowledge of the workings of 
such office, and was furnished with the 
reports and books made and kept by 
such official. 

“That with the said assistant or aid, 
he inspected and examined each and all 
of the reports made by said officials 
for and during the period hereinabove 
mentioned, and compared said reports 
with the books kept by such official, 
and finds that said books correctly set 
forth and show all receipts and expendi- 
tures of said offices, and that the re- 
ports made by said officials correspond 
with the books of said officials and 
properly set forth all receipts and ex- 
penditures of said offices.”’ 

The resolution which was adopted ap- 
proves the report of the committee and 
thus orders the destruction of the vouch- 
ers and warrants.

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DAUGHTER WANTS 
MORE OF ESTATE 
OF PAT SHORT 


Heir. of Theater Manager Says 
Income She Now Receives 
Is Insufficient. 


Alleging that the income from the es- 
tate of her fathen, the late Pat Short, 
manager of the Olympic Theater, is not 
sufficient. to maintain her in the sta- 
tion to which she had been accustomed 
when he was alive, Mrs. May Mueller 
filed suit yesterday for an jncreased al- 
lowance. She asks to have her father’s 
will construed and certain provisions 
cancelled. 

After making minor bequests, Short, 
who, died May 19, 1911, provided in his 
will that the rest of his property should 
be held in trust by the executor, John 
D. Hurley, and that the income should 
be paid to his widow and daughter, Mrs. 
Mueller, the only child. 

It was provided that if at any time 
the receipts were not enough to main- 
tain them in their customary mode of 
living, enough of the realty could be 
sold by the trustee to make up the dif- 
ference from the proceeds. This, how- 
ever, could not be done, the will re- 
cited, on written request of the mother 
and daughter. 

Although Mrs. Short died before her 
husband, he did not change the will, 
which had been written several years 
before. Consequently the trustee is in 
doubt as to whether he can legally sell 
any of the realty to provide more in- 
come on the sole petition of the surviv- 


Mrs. Mueller declares she is 
not receiving for her needs what her 
father would have wished, and she 
wants the will construed so that she 
alone can authorize the trustee to sell 
Under the will, her son by a former 
marriage, who is 14 years old, gets $500 

a year. 

An inventory of the 
shows realty holdings with a rental 
value of about $10,0W a year. Most of 
this is St. Louis property. Besides, the 
estate comprises personal property ap- 
praised at $43,691.79. As all the unlim- 
ited legacies have been paid, Mrs. Muel- 
ler gets all of the income except the 
$300 a year for her son. 

Under the terms of the will, the 
property is to remain in trust until 
efter the death of Mrs. Mueller and 
until her youngest child shall have 
reached the age of 25 years. The daugh- 
ter contends that this provision vio- 
lates the law of perpetutities and might 
result in an imtermidable trust. She 
esks that the provision with respect to 
its length be declared void and that 
control be vested in her. 

The daughter lives in Milwaukee with 
her husband, Gustav H. Mueller, who 
joins her as co-plaintiff in the suit. 
Their attorney is William F. Wocrner.

QUESTION REFERRED BACK 


Democrats Harfioniously Dis- 
pose of Several Schedules 
With No Changes. 


By Asésdclated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Juné 21.—The un- 
derwood-Simmons tariff revision bill, 
‘a6 agreed on by the Democrats of the 
Senate Committee, went through a 
full day’s session of the Senate 
Democratic eaucus today with virtu- 
ally no change and with harmonious 
support for most of the alterations 
the Finance Committee members had 
madéé in the original Undérwood bill. 

The tariff duties on chemicals, oils 
and paints; on earthenware and 
glassware; and on two-thirds of the 
aftiéles in the metal and machinery 
schédule had been disposed of when 
the caucus adjourned late this after- 
noon. 

Democratic members of the Fi- 
nance Committee met tonight to fin- 
igh redrafting the income tax 
section of the bill. The important 
changes to be made in this provision, 
reducing the exempted incomes from 
$4000 to $3000, probably will be com- 
pleted Monday, and the income tax 
and administrative features of the 
bill then will be turned over to the 
caucus for considéfration. 

Some Items Are Seat Back. 

Criticism of the tariff bill in today’s 


party conference was limited te a few 


specific facts and half a dozen of 
the items were sent back to the Fi- 
nance Committee for further investi- 
gation and report. The committee's 
report putting cement on the free List 
was sustained after some debate. The 
proposed duties on flaming are light 
carbons; on stained glass and on 
field glasses, optical and surgical in- 
struments and photographic lenses 
came in for criticism and were re- 
ferred back to the Democrats of the 
Finance Committee. 

Cheap automobiles as necessities of 
business and farming life were the 
subject of much “débate.” The Fi- 
mance Committee Democrats already 
had cut the rates of the Underwood 
bill from 45 per cent ad valorem to 
85 per cent on motor cars valued at 
less>than $1500. Several Democratic 
Senators urged a further cut and 
recommended that the tariff be only 
10 or 15 per cent on machines valued 
at less than $1000. This demand was 
made on the ground that cheap auto- 
mobiles were now commercial neces- 
sities. The caucus did not settle the 
automobile controversy but asked 
Chairman Simmons and his colleague 
on the Finance Committee to inves- 
timate further. Advocates of the low- 
er duty say fhe Government would 

ittle revenue as the high-priced 
mactiines pay most of the tariff. 


Harmony was predicted by the Demo- 
,@ratic leaders today, after the caucus 
‘broke up. None of the bitterly-fought 
sections of the bill had been reached, 
however. 

Ready for Senate This Week. 

Senator Kern, the party leader, said 
the caucus would bind all its members 
on all features of the bill except where 
they had made pledges to their constitu- 
ents or felt that they could not consci- 
‘entiously abide by the action of the ma- 
jority. 

Caucus consideration of the bill will 
be resumed at 10 o’clock Monday, and it 
is believed the measure will be ready for 
Presentation to the Senate Thursday or 
Friday.

Charge if Hostilities Arise.

CHARLESTON, W. Va. June 21— 
The war between tte striking miners 
and the coal operators of the Paint and 
Cabin Creek districts of West Virginia 
is not Over. 

Hostilities have only partially ceased. 
The issue over which property was 
destroyed and blood was shed six months 
ago is as acute today as it was in 
February. Had it not been for the 
strenuous efforts of President White 
and other national officers of the United 
Mine Workers of America fighting would 
have been resumed+in the Kanawha 
territory this week. 

Gov. Henry D. Hatfield, who released 
the prisoners sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary by the Glasscock military com- 
missions and undertook to bring the 
operators and the strikers together, con- 
siders that his efforts should cease un- 
til the Senate committee reports its 
findings. He has withdrawn all the: 
Soldiers and lifted the martial law from 
the strike zone and will await develop- 
ments. 

The feeling of unrest has not abat- 
ed. Many miners moved out of the 
Paint and Cabin Creek districts and 
are afraid to move back. Occasional 
assaults occur, and a numebr of threats 
of violence have been made within the 
last few days. 

“Tf trouble breaks out again,’’ said 
Gov. Hatfield to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, ‘I shall wire the United 
States Senate to take charge of it.” 

Mine workers .among the union labor 
leaders and operators are trying to get 
the Senate Committee to name a ceom- 
mission to arbitrate the troubles be- 
tween the warring factions; Senators 
Swanson, Kenyon and Borah may be 
asked to act on the proposed commis- 
sion. If the plans on foot to bring 
about a settlement materialize, the 
Senate investigation may be abandoned. 

Unless one visits the coal fields of the 
Kanawha district of West Virginia, he 
cannot realize how serious the situa- 
tion is. A renewal of the civil war 
would mean, it is believed, by those 
on the ground, the death of hundreds 
of persons and the destruction of much 
property.

IMPORT OF GEMS FOR A 
YEAR ABOUT $50,000,000 


Records Broken, Brokers Say In- 
rush Is Due to Attempt to 
“Beat”? New Tariff. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Diamonds, 
pearis, rubies, sapphires, emeralds and 
other gems valued at $43,686,000, have 
come from abroad through the New 
York custom house in the last ll 
months. 

This beats all previous records. -Maid- 
en Lane experts estimate the year’s im- 
portation of gems at more than $60,000,- 
000. 

Some brokers say the inrush is due 
to an attempt to “‘beat’”’ the new tariff, 
it being feared that the rate on cut dia- 
monds will be raised considerably. By 
bringing in $19,000,000 of cut diamonds 
ahead of the new tariff, the importers 
will make a net profit of $1,000,000 in du- 
ties alone. 

Other diarmnond brokers say that the 
$10,000,000 increase in imports is largely 
the answer of the rich don’t-cares to the 
cry against the high cost-of living. 

The Diamond Trust in South Africa 
has restricted the output. Oriental sap- 
phires have risen to $400 a carat. The 
fad for pink pearls has driven them up 
12% per cent. An’ Indian pearl trust 
has been formed. About half of the fine 
pearls in the world are owned in New 
York City, the purchases here averaging 
$10,000,000 a year.

Dealers of St. Louis Will Make 
Test Case of Law Requiring 
Them to Issue Duplicate 
License Plates. 


Claude D. Long, automobile inspec- 
Ber for Missouri, in whose hands the 
enforcement of the license sections 
ef the State law lies found a _ St. 
Zouls dealer Saturday who had just 
fgsued a paper card duplicate license 
to a purchaser of a car who was to 
@rive it to Washington County. Mr. 
Long sent the buyer back for a deal- 
ers’ license plate of the regular kind. 

“The law is very specific,” said Mr. 
Zong, “as to the use of paper pla- 
eards duplicates. They must not be 
msed and practically every Sheriff in 
the State is on the lookout for them. 
The driver of any car on which a 
pasteboard license is carried will be 
arrested and his fine will be much 
greater than the cost of a license.” 

In Kansas City the dealers—some 
ef them—are getting around the an- 
“Moyance of waiting for a license 
plate for a new owner by taking 
«@ut a license for every car as soon 
* @@ it is unloaded from the railroad 
platform. When the car is sold the 
buyer drives it away having first 
gent in an application for transfer 
to the Secretary of State.

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WATERS PIERCE 10 
GET $9,600,000 
UF NEW CAPITAL 


Rothschild iptedets Expected to 
Furnish Money for Reor- 
ganizing Company. 


PIERCE TO KEEP CONTROL 
Change of Name and New Di- 


recting Officials Are 
Contemplated. 


Plans for making the Waters 
Pierce Oil Co. the most formidable 
American rival of the Standard Oil 
Co. by the introduction of $9,600,000 
of new capital into the company and 
@ reorganization of its officers and 
directors virtually have been complet- 
ed, according to. authentic informa- 
tion received by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. 

A large portion of the money re- 
quired for refinancing the St. Louis 
corporation is to be furnished by the 
Rothschilds of England and Germany, 
who are largely interested in foreign 
oil companies which for years have 
been ‘fighting the aggression of the 
Standard Oil Co. in Europe. 

Legal ‘representatives of the New 
York, London and Berlin bankers 
who are interested itn the reorgani- 
zation of the company have been in 
St. Louis several days investigating 
the affairs of the company. 

Pierce to Keep Control. 

The reorganization plans contem- 
plate the increase of the capital 
stock from $400,000 to $10,000,000, and 
a change of the name of the cor- 
poration. It is said that H, Clay 
Pierce, now chairman of the 
of Directors, will retain a control- 
ling interest in the corporation, and 
be the active head of the rehabilit- 
ated company. 

Pierce has been working for sev- 
eral months to bring new capital in- 
to the company. A few months ago 
he purchased the 2700 shares of stock 
in the corporation held by John D. 
Rockefeller and other Standard Oil 
interests. It was understood that 
London bankers, probably the Roths- 
childs, furnished the money, some- 
thing more than $2,000,000, for the 
purchase of this stock. Pierce owned 
about one-third of the stock of the 
company—1300 shares. 

It is said the property of the Plerce 
Fordyce Oil Association, which ac- 
quired the Texas business of the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co. after it was 
fined $1,800,000 and ousted from 
Texas four years ago, probably will 
be taken over by the new company. 
This branch ‘of the business was sold 
by the Waters Pierce Co. to Pierce 
for more than $2,000,000. 

While the Waters Pierce Co. has 
been capitalized for only $400,000 in 
its entire existence, it long has had 
assets valued at many millions of 
dollars. Its stock, which paid a few 
years ago as high as 600 per cent 
dividends, or $2,400,000 in cash each 
year, sold on the market for from 
$800 to $1300 a share. 

Pierce purchased the Standard Ol 
stock a few months ago as the out-~- 
come of a bitter fight between him- 
self and the Rockefeller interests for 
control of the corporation. The fight 
started seon after the Supreme Court 
of the United States gave a judgment 
of ouster against the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey and ordered its 
dissolution. 

The Standard interests, which had 
controlled the Waters Pierce Ofl Co. 
for more than 20 years, attempted to 
assert its control by devising a plan 
to oust Pierce as chairman of the 
board of directors of the company, 
and his son, Clay Arties, Pierce as 
president. 

Pierce Rejected Ballots. 

The battle 
February, 1912, when the Standard 
interests pooled their shares to elect 
their own board of directors. Pierce, 
who appointed the tellers at the an- 
nual election, caused them to reject 
the ballots offered by the Rockefeller 
representatives. 

This led to a legal fight, the Stand- 
ard interests being the aggressors. 
Pierce fought back by charging that 
the Rockefeller interests were at- 
tempting to evade and violate the 
decree of the Supreme Court by ex- 
ercising control over all the subsidi- 
ary corporations which the Standard 
formerly owned. 

The Standard interests contended 
Pierce had been inefficient and. ex- 
travagant in his: management of the 
cerporation, and had brought it to a 
verge of insolvency. After the Mis- 
sourl suit was decided against the 
Standard and Waters Pierce compan- 
les five years ago, Pierce had active 
-s well as nominal control of the 
company. It was charged by the 
Standani interests that the -600 per 
cent dividends had vanished, and that 
In the last two years the company 
had paid no dividends, but, on the 
other hand, had been a heavy bor- 
rower to get money to conduct its 
business. 

It further was charged that Pierce 
caused his relatives in official posi- 
tion with the company to be paid un- 
reasonable large salaries. 

The fight in the courts was wage’ 
with much bitterness for months, and 
then suddenly came the announce- 
ment that all litigation was to be 
dropped, as the Standard had con- 
sented to sell its holdings to Pierce.

NEW YORK, June 21.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
weekly review, says: 

“If one were to ask just what im- 
pression the new banking and cur- 
rency prop. sals have made on. the 
minds of business men and financiers, 
he would not find a ready answer. 
This is not altogether because of the 
slow and more or less fragmentary 
‘form in which the provisions of the 
bill as it reached the public. Even 
had its complete and verbatim. terms 
been published last Monday, the busi- 
ness community would not ‘have been 
ready with its judgment. 

“The problem is "Gaohmtnns and to 
gome extent also intricate. With ths 
average man the reception of any 
such proposal would be regulated by 
the extent to which he had convinced 
himself that banking and currency 
reform was a vital, immediate neces- 
sity, or the extent to which his ha-. 
bitual suspicion of new ex 2 a ep 
in such fields made him dislike the 
prospect. 

“Anyone deeply imbued with the first 
of these ideas would incline to welcome 


”. even an unwise plan without examining 


it. Anyone under the second influence 
would be apt to shake his head ovcr 
even a model measure. Most people's 
minds are balanced between the two in- 
fluences. 

“As the discussion grows into intelligi- 
bie shape it is probable that three con- 
siderations wil! hold the foreground, with 
the business community as with the 
statesmen and economists. 

“These are the plan for ‘regional cen- 
tral banks,’ instead of one national re- 
serve institution; the plan for excep- 
tional concentration, with a politically 
appointed commission of control over the 
country’s banking, and the plan for an 
increase in the currency, kept below the 

000,000 limit only by the ability of 
banks to put up thé requisite commercia! 
paper and gold reserve, or by such tax 
as the central board at Washington 
chooses to impose upon it. 

The Reserve Bank Plan, 

“The ‘regional reserve’ bank plan has 
encountered, so far as its principle is 
concerned, extremely little opposition. it 
certamniy removes at a single stroke one 
haunting doubt which, in discussion of 
the Aldrich plan pervaded the minds 
even of friendly critics, the doubt as 
to who would really control the im- 
mensely powerful organization which 
was to supervise the — credit sys- 
tem of the United State 

“Tt removes the per lexity which sur- 
rounded that earlier plan as to how such 
a national institution was to rediscount 
for communities as unlike one another 
as New York, California, Texas, Mon- 
tana and North Dakota, and was to 
maintain a uniform rate for rediscount- 


ing in them all. ; 

“The ‘regional bank’ plan makes no 
such undertaking. Ts also commends it- 
self to the Ameri n traditions which 
allow each state to manage its own par- 
ticular affairs with the National Gov- 
ernment — to things which con- 

n them a 
eHow the high concentration of para- 
mount authority with a Washington 
commission, in such matters as the tax 
on note Circulation and the official rate 
of rediscount at the several ‘regional 
reserve banks,’ will impress the mind of 
the business community, must doubtless 
depend on théir faith in the omniscient 
of Federal commissions. 

“Barly in the discussion of the Ald-

Miss O’Brien made this statement of 
her case: 

“The Legislative Bureau of the Wom- 
en’s State Bar Association ef Missouri, 
the aim of which is to secure legislation 
affecting women and children, is now 
engaged with the problem of the separa- 
tion of the Juvenile Court from the Cir- 
cuit Court, and the eligibility of women 
lawyers as judges thereof. 

“According te section 4099 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri, the Juvenile 
Court is under the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court, the Judges of latter court, 
in turn, presiding over the Juvenile 
Court. 

“The Women’s State Bar Association 
favors the distinct separation of these 
two ceurts and the establishment of a 
Juvenile Court. First, not open, and, 
second, presided over by a woman Judge 
for women delinquénts éspectaliy, if not 
for all youthful offenders. Why have 
women probation officers to watch over 
women delinquents out of court, and 
balk their efficiency by having a man as 
sole mentor within the court?

If the law- 
makers see no reason to bar her from 
the Supreme bench, why is she barred 
from a court for which her natural 
qualifications are immeasurably superior 
to man’s. 

“We do not claim that women would 
judge juvenile effenders more leniently

His was 
the first name spoken when the Powers com- 
missioned France, because of its great investments 
in Turkish securities, to put Turkey’s financial af- 
fairs in order and enable it to pay its vast war 
debt. 

If the Shusters go to Constantinople, his posi- 
tion would make him one of the most important 
and powerful men in the Turkish Empire, not only 
in finance, but in politics. In Persia Shuster 
speedily found that his efforts to protect and 
Systematize the treasur) instantly dragged him 
into the thick of every political intrigue. 

Persian functfOénaries, both of diplomacy and 
thé army, first attempted to browbeat him when 
he balked their attempted burglaries upon the pub- 
lic funds, then cringed to him, and then rebelled 
against the government which protected him. 

Although holding no official commission from 
the American Department of State, he was on the 
footing of a diplomat. Important conclusions hung 
on the problem as to whether he would call first 
on the British Minister to Teheran or whether the 
British Minister would take the initiative by call- 
ing upon the American financier. 

A place of similar altitude would await him in 
Turkey, and as the intrigues of European diplo- 
mats have their most fertile field in social life, the 
role of Mrs. Shuster would be, as it was in Persia, 
one requiring tact and dignity.

BENJAMIN CHAPIN 
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While Mrs. Roosevelt was on a visit to Florence, 
Italy, some years ago; she was informed that a 
picture-frame maker in the city, Pietro Casini 
by name, astonishingly resembled her husband. 
Her curiosity was aroused and she went to the 
humble artisan’s shop. Even she, though pre- 
pared to see a likeness, was startlea—so much so 
that she told Casini who she was and gave him a 
photograph of the Colonel. 

The story ran all over Florence and made Casini 
famous. He employed his celebrity so well that 
he became rich through the vogue conferred on his 
store. 

F. G. Huddleston of Los Angeles was in 
Phoenix, Ariz., soon after the Spanish-American 
War had raised the Rough Riders to fame aud 
Col. Roosevelt to the vice-presidency. 

In the public square several cowboys were 
lounging. One of them glanced at Huddleston, ex- 
claimed in surprise and delight and seized his 
hand, greeting him effusively as “Colonel.” The 
cowpuncher affectionately re »roached the visitor

tor taxing the town uMawares, and assu.eu iim 
that had Phoenix known of his coming it would 
have prepared a welcome he would never have for- 
gotten. 

Other cowboys crowded around, wrung Huddle- 
ston’s hand and drowned his protests under a 
salvo of cheers. At last, when space was left 
for his voice to enter the air, he disclaimed all 
title to thea honors which had been bestowed on 
him. 

The cowboys deferentially declined to believe 
that he was speaking the truth. For half an hour 
he insisted that he was just Mr. Hudaleston of Los 
Angeles. For half an hour his hosts insisted that 
he was Vice-President of the United States. Then 
they withdrew to talk it over. About half of them 
were persuaded that they had been the victims of 
an astonishing resemblance. The others, sstill 
unconvinced, suffered from wounded feelings until 
it was suggested that probably the Colonel had 
reasons for traveling incognito which they were 
bound to respect. Then Huddleston was permitted 
to escape without further molestation. 

Col. John M. Keyes of Concord, Mass., who was 
a delegate to the Republican National Conven.- 
tion. at Chicago a year ago, almost broke up a 
ball game at the American League Park by ap+ 
pearing in a box there. The moment he appeared 
the crowd mistook tim for Col. Roosevelt, then 
in the midst of his fight against the Republican 
party. The game had to be stopped while the fans 
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vociferously advised Keyes to “Eat ‘em alive!” 
“Slug ‘em through the ropes!” and “Lick ’em to 
a frazzle!” Having a sense of humor, Keyes as- 
sisted the joke by brandishing his arms, waving 
his hat and displaying his teeth in the true Roose- 
velt manner. 

Thomas J. Morley; a police Sergeant in Pitts- 
burg, held an impromptu reception in a theater 
lebby one night and sent about 2000 persons home 
happy, in the belief that they had shaken hands 
with President Taft. When he had first appeared 
in his box, the audience arose and cheered him 
several minutes. 

During Taft’s administration, Magistrate John B. 
Wharton of Dover, Del., sent his photograph to 
the White House, with a letter complaining that 
his resemblance to the President had made him 
the victim of a crowd of women who stormed upon 
him and kissed him one after another, in the im- 
pression that they were saiuting the nation’s 
chief. 

William Lucas, a yardmaster in Wilmington, 
Del., so resembles Taft that on one occasion when 
both happened to be in Denver at the same time, 
Lucas’ photographs readily sold on the streets as 
those of the President. Another man said te 
resemble the former President closely is William 
HI, Frame of New York, who has a further claim 
to fame in that, despite his 326 pounds, he is an 
agile buck and wing dancer. 

A few years ago a crowd in front of the Planters 
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Hotel in St. Louis burst into cries of “Taft!” when 
a stout and beaming figure appeared on the ba)- 
cony. It was not the President, however, but a 
St. Louisan—Jackson Johnson, a wealthy shoe 
man. 

During one of President McKinley’s visits to 
Chicago he became exhausted under the strenu- 
ous welcome extended to him. One of the com- 
mittee in charge of his entertainment called at- 
tention to the fact that a policeman, William A. 
Murphy, resembled the President closely enough 
to be his twin. The likeness was at’ once taken 
advantage of for the relief of the distinguished 
visitor. 

Murphy, in a frock coat and silk hat, was ens- 
consed in the presidential carriage, while Mc- 
Kinley took refuge in a closed vehicle and slum- 
bered peacefully while the glorified patrolman. 
hat in hand and bowing to all sides, acknowledged 
the cheers of the unsuspecting thousands in the 
streets. Nelsoh M. McLeod, a St. Louis lumber- 
man, is considered to resembie McKinley. 

Some months after the retirement of President 
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Cleveland, Walter H. French, a file clerk in the 
House of Representatives, went out strolling one 
Sunday and was observed looking into a Wash- 
ington shop window. Soon a crowd gathered, and 
the next day the newspapers contained stories to 
the effect that the former President had returned 
to Washington and was studying the shops in 
order to select a gift for Mrs. Cleveland. 

The resembpiance between Ulysses S. Grant and 
Richard Croker, former boss of New York, has 
often been noticed. A likeness which, deliberately 
heightened by art and dress, is almost uncanny is 
that between Benjamin Chapin, an actor, and 
Abrahfim Lincoln, Chapin is famous for his tm- 
personations of the martyred President, imitating 
him so closely in voice and physique and even 
mannerisms that men who knew Lincoln declare 
the illusion is almost absolute. 

Many rulers of other countries have had doubles, 
whose wits often became so addled by their re- 
semblance to august personages that they went 
mad. Such a case was that of Baron Alfred 
Stein, who bore a strong likeness to the Prince of 
Wales. afterwards King Sdward VII. 

At first the Baron took the resemblance as & 
pleasant joke. But when crowds, taking him. for 
the Prince of Wales, paid public obeisance to him, 
he became exceedingly vain and at last was fully 
convinced that he was really the Prince. 

He acquired the delusion that the attendants of 
Marlborough house were in a conspiracy to prevent 
his living there and to keep him from the throne. 
One day he went to Marlborough honse to chastise 


his enemies. 
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His entranc? was resisted and the servants were 
handling him rather roughly when bystanders, 
horrified in the belief that the heir to the crown 
was being beaten, went to his rescue. Constables 
subdued the riot and the Baron was lodged in a 
madhouse. 

Another man who resembled King Edward was 
Percy Marsden, a wealthy English broker. It was 
a frequent episoae on ’Charge in London for the 
brokers to surround Marsden, sing “God Save the 
King” and demand “a speech from the throne,” 
with which he always obliged. 

A Danish banker named Carlsen closely re- 
sembled Czar Alexander III cf Russia, and took 
pains to heighten the likeness by copying the rul- 
er’s dress and mannerisms. Finally the banker

163-Pound Lump of Ambergris Found 


ANY mariners who hunted whales in the 
icy waters of the North Atlantic Ocean 
are today living a life of ease and retire- 

ment because they found floating on the waves a 
grayish mass, fatty in substance, and knew it was 
ambergri8. This substance is one of the most 
valuable products of the sea. The finest piece, 
if not the largest, obtained in recent years, 
weighed 163 pounds. It has been sold in London 
for an almost fabulous figure. 

There is no longer any mystery as to the origin 
of ambergris. It is a morbid secretion due to a 
disease of the liver of the sperm whale, in the 
intestines of which animal lumps of it are occa- 
sionally, though rarely, discovered. 

Anciently the substance was known as amber 
—a name which was subsequently applied also 
to the fossil zum now commonly so called. But 
to distinguish the two one was called “amber 
gris” (gray) and the other “amber juane” (yel- 
low i. 

So it appears that ambergris means simply gray 
amber. Like the fossil gum “ieces of it were 
found now and then on thx seashore, where they 
had been cast up by the wuves: hence, doubtless, 
the giving of the name to both. 
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The substance has been used for centuries in} 
sacerdotal rites of the church, and with fragrant} 
gums was formerly burned in the apartments of 
royalty. To some extent it was employed as @ 
medicine and to flavor certain dishes. Nowadays 
it is utilized almost exclusively by perfumers in 


the preparation of fine scents, being first con- é 


verted into a tincture by dissolving it in alcohol. ©

» GAIN, I at one period be- 

gan to believe that 1 had 

a future before me, and 

that it behooved me to 

be very far-sighted and 

scan each action care 

fully with a view to its 

possible effect on that 

future. This speedily 

made me useless to the 

public and an object of 

aversion to myseif; and 

I then made up my mind 

that I would try not to 

think of the future at all, but woulda proceed on 

the assumption that each office I held would be 

the last I ever should hold, and that I would con- 

fine myself to trying to do my work as well as 

possible while I held that office. I found that 

for me personally this was the only way in which 

I could either enjoy myself or render good serv- 

ice to the country, and I never afterwards devi- 
ated from this plan. 

As regards political advancement, the bosses 
could, of course, do a good deal. At that time the 
warring Stalwart and Halfbreed factions of the 
Republican party were supporting respectively 
President Arthur and Senator Miller. Neither side 
cared for me. The first year in the Legislature 
I rose to a position of leadership, so that in the 
second year, when the Republicans were in a mi- 
nority, I received the minority nomination for 
Speaker, although I was still the youngest man in 
the House, being 24 years old. The third year 
the Republicans carried the Legislature, and the 
bosses at once took a hand in the speakership 
contest. 

I made a stout fight for the nomination, but 
the bosses of the two factions, the Stalwarts and 
the Halfbreeds, combined and I was: beaten. I 
was much chagrined for the moment. But the fact 
that I had fought hard and efficiently, even though 
defeated, and that I had made the fight singie- 
handed, with no machine back of me, assured 
my standing as floor )eader. 


Bosses Combine, Beat Roosevelt 
for Speaker of Legislature. 


My defeat, in the end, materially strengthened 
my position, and enabled me to accomplish far 
more than I could have accomplished as Speaker. 
As so often, I found that the titular position was 
of no consequence; what counted was the combi- 
nation of the opportunity with the ability to ac- 
complish results. The achievement was the all- 
important thing; the position, whether titularly 
high or. low, was of consequence only in so far 
as it widened the chance for achievement. 

After the session closed four of us who looked 
at politics from the same standpoint and were 
known as independent or cnti-machine Republi- 
cans were sent by the State convention as dele- 
gates-at-large to the Republican National Conven- 
tion in 1884, where I advocated, as vigorously as ! 
knew how, the nomination of Senator George « 
Edmunds. Mr. Edmunds was defeated and Mr. 
Blaine nominated. Mr. Blaine was clearly the 
choice of the rank and file of the party; his nom- 
ination was won in fair and above-board fashion, 
because the rank and file of the party stood back 
of him; and I supported him to tne best of my 
ability in the ensuing campaign. 

The speakership contest enlightened me as re- 
gards more things than the attitude of the bosses. 
1 had already had some exasperating experiences 
with the “silk stocking” reformer type, as Abra- 
ham Lincoln called it, the gentlemen who were 
very nice, very refined, who shook their heads 
over political corruption and discussed it in draw- 
ing rooms and parlors, but who were wholly un- 
able to grapple with real men in real life. 


“Silk Stocking” Reformers 
Classed as Undesirable Citizens. 


These parlor reformers made up for inefficiency 
in action by zeal in criticising; and they delizhtcd 
in criticising the men who really were doing the 
things which they said ought to be done, but 
which they lacked the sinewy power to do. They 
often upheld ideals which were not merely im- 
possible, but: highly undesirable, and thereby 
played into the hands of the very politicians to 
whom they professed to be most hostile. More- 
f over, if they believed that their own interests, in- 
4 dividually or as a class, were jeoparded, they were 
apt to show no higher standards than did the men 
they usually denounced. 

One of their shibboleths was that the office 
should seek the man and not the man the office. 
This is entirely true of certain offices at certain 
times. It is entirely untiue when the circum- 
i stances ave different. 
4 It would have been unnecessary and undesirable 
for Washington to tave sought the presidency. 
But if Abraham Lincoln had not sought the presi- 
dency he never would have been nominated. The 
} objection in such a case as this lies not to seeking 
1 the office, but to seeking it in any but an honora- 
r and proper manner. 
Sho effect of the shibboleth in question is usvu- 
y merely to put a premium on hypocrisy, and 
to favor the creature who is willing to 
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Picturesque Narrative Concerning His Adventures “In Cowboy Land” 


When I ran for Speaker, the whole body of ma- 
chine politicians was against me, and my only 
chance lay in arousing the people in the different 
districts. To do this I had to visit the districts, 
put the case fairly before the men whom I saw, 
and mae them understand that I was really mak- 
irg a fight and would stay in the fight to the 
end. Yet there were reformers who shook their 
heads and deplored my “‘activity” in the canvass. 
Of course, the one thing which corrupt machine 
politicians most desire is to have decent men 
frown on the activity, that is, on the efficiency, 
of the honest man who genuinely wishes to reform 
politics. 

If efficiency is left solely to bad men, and if 
virtue is confined solely to inefficient men, the re- 
suit cannot be happy. When I entered politics 
there were, as there alwaysehad been—and as there 
always will be—any number of bad men in poli- 
tics who were thoroughly efficient, and any num- 
ber of good men who would like to have done lofty 
things in politics but who ware thoroughly ineffi- 
cient. If I wished to accomp ish anything for the 
country, my business was to combine decency and 
efficiency; to be a thoroughly practical man of 
high ideals who did his best to reduce those ideals 
te actual practice. This was my ideal, and to the 
best of my ability I strove to live up to it. 


Origin of Phrase “What's 

Constitution Between Friends?” 

To a young man, life in the New York Legis- 
lature was always interesting and often enter- 
taining. There was always a struggle of some 
kind on hand. Sometimes it was on a naked ques- 
tion of right and wrong. Sometimes it was on a 
cuestion of real constructive statesmanship. 

Moreover, there were all kinds of humorous 
incidents, the humor being usually of the uncon- 
scious kind. In one session of the Legislature 
the New York. City Democratic representatives 
were split into two camps, and there were two 
rivals for leadership. One of these was a thor- 
cughly good-hearted, happy-go-lucky person who 
was afterwards for several years in Congress. He 
kad been a local magistrate and was called Judge. 
Generally he and I were friendly, but occasionally 
I did something that irritated him. He.was al- 
ways willing to vote for any other member's bill 
himself, and he regarded it as narrow-minded for 
anvone to oppose one of his bills, especially if the 
opposition was upon the ground that it wes un- 
constitutional—for his views of the Constitution 
were so excessively liberal as to make even me feel 
as if I belonged to the straitest sect of strict con- 
structionists. 

On one occasion he had.a bill to appropriate 
money, with obvious impropriety, for the relief of 
some miscreant whom he styled ‘one of the hon- 
est yeomanry of the State.” When I explained to 
him that it was clearly unconstitutional, he an- 
swered, “My friend, the Constitution don’t touch 
little things like that,’ and then added, with an 
ingratiating smile, ‘Anyhow, I’d never allow the 
Constitution to come between friends.” At the 
time I was looking over the proofs of Mr. Bryce’s 
“American Commonwealth,” and I told him the 
incident. He put it into the first edition of the 
“Commonwealth.” Whether it is in the last edi- 
tion or not I cannot say. 

On another occasion the same gentleman came 
to an issue with me in a debate, and wound up 
his speech by explaining that I occupied what 
“lawyers would call a quasi position on the bill.” 


you to know, Mr. Cameron (Cameron, of course, 
was not the real name), that Mr. Roosevelt knows 
more law in a wake than you do in a month; and 
more than that, Michael Cameron, what do you 
mane by quoting Latin on the floor of this House 
when you don’t know the alpha and omayga of 
the language?” 

During my three years’ service in the Legis- 
lature I worked on a very simple philosophy of 
sovernment. It was that personal character a‘hl 
initiative are the prime requisites in political and 
social life. It was not only a good, but an abso- 
lutely indispensable theory as far as it went; but 
it was defective in that it did not sufficiently al- 
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low for the need of collective action: 

I shall never forget the men with whom |! 
worked hand in hand in tnese legislative strug- 
gles, not only my fellow legislators, but some 
of the newspaper reporters, such as Spinney and 
Cunningham; and then in addition the men in 
the various districts who helped us. We had 
made up our minds that we must not fight fire 
with fire, that on the contrary the way to win 
out was to equal our foes in practical efficiency 
and yet to stand at the opposite plane from them 
in applied morality. 

It was not always easy to keep the just middle, 
especially when it happened that on one side 
there were corrupt and unscrupulous demagogues, 
and on the other side corrupt and unscrupulous

His rival was a man of totally different type, a 
man of great natural dignity, also born in Ire- 
land. He had served with gallantry in the Civil 
War. After the close of the war he organized an 
expedition to conquer Canada. 

The. expedition, however, got so drunk before 
reaching Albany that it was there incarcerated in 
jail, whereupon its leader abandoned it and went 
into New York politics instead. He was a man 
o* influence, and later occupied in the Polije De- 
partment the same position as Commissioner 
which I myself at one time occupied. 

He feit that his rival had gained too much glory 
at my expense, and, walking over with ceremon!- 
ous solemnity to where the said rival was sitting 
close beside me, he said to him: “I would like

reactionaries. Our effort was to hold the scales 
even between both. We tried to stand with the 
cause of righteousness even though ita advocates 
were anything but righteous. 

We endeavored to cut out the abuses of prop- 
erty, even though good men of property were mis- 
led into upholding these abuses. We refused to 
be frightened into sanctioning improper assaults 
upon property, although we knew that the cham- 
pions of property themselves did things that were 
wicked and corrupt. We were as yet by no means 
as thoroughly awake as we ought to have been 
to the need of controlling big business and to the 
damage done by the combination of politics with 
big business. In this matter I was not behind the 
rest of my friends; indeed, I was ahead of them, 
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for no serious leader in political life then appre- 
ciated the prime need of grappling with these 
questions. 

One partial reason—not an excuse or a justifi- 
cation, but a partial reason—for my slowness in 
grasping the importance of action in these mat- 
ters was the corrupt and unattractive nature of so 
many of the men who championed popular re- 
forms, their insincerity and the folly of so many 
of the actions which they advocated. Even at that 
date I had neither sympathy with nor admiration 
for the man who was merely a money king, and 
I did not regard the “‘money touch,” when divorced 
from other qualities, as entitling a man to either 
respect or consideration. 

As recited above, we did on more than one oc- 


casion fight battles in which we neither took nor giow-dust burnt our faces. 


gave quarter, against the most prominent and 
powerful financiers and financial interests of the 
day. But most of the fights in which we were en- 
gaged were for pure honesty and decency, and 
they were more apt to be against that form of cor- 
ruption which found its expression in demagogy 
than against that form of corruption which de- 
fended or advocated privilege. 

To play the demagogue for purposes of self-in- 
terest is a cardinal sin against the people in a 
democracy, exactly as to play the courtier for such 
purposes is a cardinal-sin against the people under 
other forms of government. A man who stays 
long in our American political life, if he has in 
his soul the generous desire to do effective serv-

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ice for great causes, inevitably grows to regard 
himself merely as one of many instruments, all of 
which it may be necessary to use, one at one time. 
one at another, in achieving the triumph of those 
causes; and whenever the uselessness of any one 
has been exhausted it is to be thrown aside. 

If such a man is wise, he will gladly do the thing 
that is next, when the time and the need come 
together, without asking what the future holds for 
him. Let the half-god play his part well and man- 
fully, and then be content to draw aside when the 
god appears. Nor should he feel vain regrets that 
to another it is given to render greater services 
and reap a greater reward. Let it be enough for 
him that he too has served, and that by doing 
well he has prepared the way for other hen who 
can do better.

Into that life of austerity and mortification Paul 
Nussbaum carried his stalwart youth, his earthly 
possessions and his birthright of mental endow- 
ment. Ambitions, boyhood ties and even his fam- 
ily name were left behind. From that time until 
ordination he was known as “Brother Paul.” 

After five years of study Brother Paul went with 
a band of missionaries to South America. His 
first real work began in Brazil, which was then 
in the throes of a revolution. The rebel forces 
and the federal treops were in the thick of bat- 
tle the October morning that Brother Paul entered 
the bay of Rio Janeiro. 

“Better not land just yet,” advised a young of- 
ficer of the boat. 

“On the contrary, this is the time for me to 
land, I might be of some service tm there,” was 
Brother Paul’s answer.

That winter Father Paul was ordained to the 
priesthood in Buenos Ayres and became known 
as “Father Paul” Before his ordination he had 
gone among the peop'- preacuaing, and by his 
wholesome, kindly philosophy had created a fol- 
lowing. Two missions were established as a result 
of his labor. 

After his ordination Father Paul went back 
into Brazil. There he preached, taught the people, 
organized missions and built churches and schools. 

Two years later he was in the Argentine when 
a record epidemic of yellow fever swept hundreds 
of lives into the trenches. He went among the 
victims, making a record of the identified dead, 
marking the trenches where they were buried. 
He organized hospitals which were temporary af- 
fairs then, but which grew into permanent insti- 
tutions. He fought for sanitation. He preached 
cleanliness with godliness. The people knew he 
feared neither pestilence nor bullets, that he would 
defend their tnterests at the risk of his life. So 
they listened to him and he became as a prophet 
and a reformer to his people. 

Rumor of this man’s worE’finally reached Rome. 
The Provincial General of the Passionist Order 
looked into the record of the young American 
monk called Father Paul and then called him to 
the head monastery of the order in Rome, 

When the story of Father Paul had been told, 
the venerable Cardinal said: 

“He would make a noble bishop.” 

“If he were not a monk,” added an American 
Monsignor. No Passionist Monk had ever been 
made a bishop in this country. 

“He is still very young, and precedent is a tran- 
sitory thing,” was the Cardinal’s comment. 

Five years ago Father Paul asked to be sent back 
to his native land. He was appointed consultor 
of the Eastern Province and assigned to the mon- 
astery of St. Michael’s in Hoboken. He has given 
the past five years of his life to work among the 
poor. Very few of the richer churches know him 
at all 

The vows of seff-denial which were taken by 
Father Paul were life vows. Back of the bishop, 
the administrator of a big diocese, he will still be 
the monk. When the pomp and ceremony of his 
office are done he will adhere, as far as lies in his 
power, to the rules of his austere order. In his 
house he will wear the rough brown woolen habit 
and the sandels. Hie sleeping quarters will be as 
the bare cell of the monk and his couch a bed of 
s'raw. 

It will be a strange turn of life for this monk, 
From the desolate halls of a monastery to the 
dignity of a bishop’s residence; from blind obedi- 
ence to a position of authority and great power.

RCHAEOLOGISTS jin Paris have been 

A stirred by the remarkable report laid be- 

fore the Academy of Inscriptions Belles- 

Lettres by the Abbe Henri de Genonillac, who 

has just returned from the excavations at Baby- 

lonia and believes that he has found the original 
ot the Biblical Tower of Babel. 

The Abbe de Genouillac was sent out by the 
French Institute on a mission of research te Bl 
Ahymer, about eighty miles south of Bagdad and 
a short distance from Euphrates. Here he laid 
bare the remains of the primeval City of Kiss, 
one of the earlfest capitals of Babylonia, far 
oeider than Babylon Itself, and wneovered an im- 
mense palace, similar to the early royal build- 
ings discovered elsewhere in that country. 

Imm the middle of the great courtyard of the 
palace were the ruins of an immensely high tower, 
named “The Temple of the Foundation of Heaven 
and Earth,” and sacred to the national god, Zam- 
ama. 

This temple with its strange name is, thinks 
the Abbe de Genoufllac, the original of th: 
Biblical legend of the tower which should reach 
from earth to heaven. Statuettes and vases were 
found among the ruins, showing that the latter 
were not later than the reign of Ham Murabi, 
(2100 B. C.).
